000 UTE INDIANS ON WARPATH 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
25.— The 
tribe of Ute Indians, including 600 
persons, which more than a year ago 
wandered away from their reserva­ 
tion in Utah and created trouble in 
Colorado and Wyoming by threaten­ 
ing to take the warpath and raid 
ranches, is reported to have again 
broken out on the Cheyenne River 
reservation in South Dakota, where 
the tribe was given temporary quar­ 
ters. 
At the request of the secreta­ 
ry of the Interior the War Depart­ 
ment today ordered 
troops 
from 
Meade. S. IL. to the scene of the 
trouble. 
Colonel Downs, a special agent, is 
at the Cheyenne River reservation, 
and a telegram was received from 
him saying that the Utes had become 
unruly and troops are needed. Fort 
Meade is about IOO miles from the 
reservation, and it will be necessary 
for the cavalry to make a cross-coun­ 
try “ hike, 
as there is no railroad 
between the two points.

This is declared in no uncertain terms 
by the board of food and drug in­ 
spection. 
Many business interests, 
particularly wholesale and retail gro­ 
cers and jobbers, have tried to avoid 
full compliance with the regulations. 
They took heart somewhat 
from

previous ruling, by which they were 
allow J to use labels printed on or 
before October 16, 1906. even 
lf 
those labels did not fully comply 
with the regulations. The only 
re­ 
quirement was 
that those 
labels 
should contain no actual misstate­ 
ment about the character of the con­ 
tents, and that they should not be 
used under an circumstances 
later 
than. Oct. I. 1907. 
The grocers asked the board that 
this same privilege be extended 
to 
I Oct. I, I St 8, but their request has 
I been refused. 
Teh board is desirous 
that only originally printed labels be 
used, but if old labels are used at 
all, they must now* be corrected, by 
stickers or erasures, to comply w ith 
the regulations. 
The board will not 
be satisfied to hove a misstatement 
appear in one place, and a correction 
in another. 
The misstatement must 
be entirely obliterated.
